GLEANINGS FROM THE PAST — PARISH 
AND DEANERY MAGAZINES 
Royal celebrations were much in the news in August 
this year — and so they were in June 1878 when 
Deddington celebrated ‘’the Jubilee or 50". year of 
our good Queen Victoria’s reign.” 
“The celebrations commenced in the Parish Church 
on the Sunday previous to the Jubilee Day when.a 
large number of people, including public bodies, the 
Volunteers, Fire Brigade, Benefit Society, Police, 
Sunday and Day Schools and Church of England 
Temperance Society, attended a special service. A 
procession was formed at the Schools, which, headed 
by Banbury Rifle Brigade, paraded through the town 
which was already decorated with flags and mottoes 
for the event. The Service commenced with the 
singing of the National Anthem, followed by the Te 
Deum, Prayers & Hymns. The Sermon was preached 
by the Vicar from the text: “A Jubilee shall that 
fiftieth year be unto you” (Leviticus xxv.11). At the 


conclusion of the Service the Band, who sat under the 
Tower, played, in excellent style, the “Hallelujah 
Chorus”. The spacious Church was filled to 
overflowing. 

“The Jubilee Day itself June 20".) was ushered in by 
a peal about 5 o’clock. After another special Service 
in the Parish Church the Festivities began at 1 
o’clock, when in the large School Room and in a 
spacious tent erected in the School Yard, some 
hundreds of Parishioners sat down to an excellent 
dinner — to which ample justice was done. It was a 
pleasing sight — on the Jubilee of their Sovereign — to 
see ali classes uniting together and old and young 
sitting down to one repast. After dinner the large 
company adjourned to a field where Sports of an 
amusing character were held. The Bells rang out 
merrily at intervals and there was a Band to enliven 
the scene. The happy day was brought to a close by 
Fireworks and a Bonfire in a field on the Banbury

oxeye daisy, poppy, purple clover, ragged robin, ragwort, rosebay willowherb, self-heal, teasel, 
thistle (two species), tufted vetch, water lily, white clover, yarrow. We'd be delighted if you could 
add to the list at any time. 

It has been hugely satisfying this summer to stroll round our rapidly developing wood (one person 
even claims to have become lost in it ...) and gratifying to record the envious admiration of many 
visitors. Less satisfying is the increasing reappearance of dog faeces on the paths, including a large 
packet by the back entrance, almost under the notice announcing the provision of a dog bin. I was 
extremely dismayed, though not surprised, to read the reaction of the Guides in their report under 
Clubs. A growing number of young families is also discovering the wood, and toddlers and dog 
faeces do not make a happy combination.

PARISH BORN AND BRED 


No new people have contacted us over the summer months. But it is clear that at some stage we must 

consider those who are Nearly Parish Born and Bred. Albert Humphries has expressed himself quite 

forcefully on this subject ! In the meantime Jean Flux has compiled the first selection of memories. 

Elizabeth Tothill asked Joan Fisher for her memories just before Joan died. Ed. 

Josie Stevens 

Born 9th August, 1927 in The Red Lion. 

She remembers asking her mother to ask Mr Davies, father of Topper Davies of Hudson Street, to stop 

ringing the church bells because she couldn’t sleep. Apparently, a curfew was rung every night, as well 

as bell ringing practice. Also remembers her mother making a dough cake every Saturday. Josie’s job 

was to write their name on the greaseproof paper in which it was wrapped before she took it to the 

baker on New Street . 

Clive Sanders 

Born 25" September, 1941 in The Priory, Hudson Street, where he still lives. 

He remembers being held in the arms of a black American soldier who was billeted in The Priory 

Coach House, where the Chinese restaurant now is. The hay loft had been converted into a dormitory 

for American service men. Clive has a picture of himself, aged two, with the same American. 

Mrs Richardson 

Born 16” January, 1945 in St Thomas Street, two houses down from the Old Lodge towards the Oxford 

Road. She used to deliver milk, and will try to think of an early memory. 

Mrs John Boss, née Sykes 

Born 11”. April, 1937 in the first house on the right of the sloping bank of Goose Green. 

She remembers all the thatched roofs that have now gone. Her cottage was thatched, as were the 

houses in Hudson Street and all the houses beyond the Acorn - now Co-op - Store (Mourne and 

Hendon Cottages etc.) 

Also remembers how on sunny afternoons, the older residents used to bring chairs into the street and 

sit outside their cottages on the High Street, and how the children used to go to talk to them. She still 

writes to one former Deddington resident, now in Australia. 

Tony Harper 

Born 20° June 1936, in what is now Well House on Castle Street. It was then two cottages. Two old 

ladies lived in one, and Tony’s parents with seven children in the other. Winnie Braine is one of his 

sisters and still lives in Deddington. Another, Tracey Howard, has recently returned from Spain. She 

now lives at 1, The Paddocks, 

Tony vividly remembers the Hunt meeting regularly in Deddington, because, on hunt days, a wily old 

dog fox always came from somewhere on Fuller’s Farm, along the back of the churchyard wall and 

then holed up in the ivy on top of the family’s woodshed for the day. 

Joyce Minnear 

Joyce Minnear was also born in Castle Street, on 22" March, 1927, in the middle house of the three 

that form a terrace next to the present Old Well House. Her father kept the village shop and ran a 

mobile shop to outlying areas. He carried everything, from paraffin at the front of the van to fresh 

produce at the back. 

She remembers the village school’s long ‘bench’ desks where the children sat side by side, and also 

that, in the winter, they took a potato to school with their initials carved in the skin for their lunch and 

the headmaster used to bake them on the pot-bellied stove.

TRIBUTE TO JANE ROSE 

Jane Rose, one of the early editors of the DN, died on 20 July after a long battle with cancer. She was 
46. Many people will not know of her involvement with the DN in its early days. 

Jane, and her husband Roger, and children Christopher and Helen, came to Stone House in 1978 and 
she quickly became involved in village life, including the Guides and taking on the challenging task of 
raising advertising revenue for the DN. She became the third editor in October 1980, running the 
magazine virtually single handed. Her last issue as editor November 1981, lists her contribution as 
‘Copy, Editor, Typing, Duplicating’. Enough to finish anyone! A new production team was in place 
the following month, but Jane still had her sleeves rolled up for another two years, wielding the ancient 
duplicator that turned out the pages. 

The DN was living from hand to mouth in those days, and Jane’s last issue records £60 being raised at 
a coffee morning, which was enough to keep the magazine going until Christmas. How times have 
changed, with the DN firmly established as part of the parish and its finances secure. 

Jane’s energy and organisational ability were put to good use in her work over many years as 
Administrator at the National Institute for Nursing (now the Royal College of Nursing Institute) at the 
Radcliffe Infirmary in Oxford. She was passionate about skiing, organising many trips in Europe and 
North America for the Oxfordshire Ski Club. 

The onset of cancer seven years ago did little to restrict her activities. Indeed, rather than giving in, she 
grew in purpose and determination, working until the last couple of months of her life. Jane will be 
hugely missed by all those who admired her unfailing courage and determination. Our love and

FIRE SERVICE 


Fire Calls : Only I8 calls received, which were: 2 small electrical fires in domestic 
properties; 2 road traffic accidents; 2 rubbish fires; 1 hedge fire; 1 flat fire at Lodge 
Close, Banbury; 3 false alarms with good intent; 1 false alarm on an automatic 
system and 6 calls to stand by at other Stations. Total: 85 calls so far this year. 
The flat fire at Lodge Close, Banbury, could quite easily have been fatal for the 
occupant of the first-floor flat where the fire occurred and for the occupant of the 
flat above. We received the call at 01.45am. The gentleman in the first floor flat 
had come home and decided to put the chip pan on, and then forgot about it. He 
came in to find the place full of smoke, went to the kitchen and discovered the fire. 
He then decided to tackle the fire using bowls of water, which made matters worse, 
so that a severe fire developed in the kitchen. The tady in the flat above woke to 
find her flat considerably smoky and immediately dialled 999. She was helped out 
of her window and guided down one of our ladders. The chap from the flat below 
was very lucky indeed. His flat was completely blackened and he was led to safety 
by Fire Service Personnel. Both people were taken to hospital suffering from smoke 
inhalation. When everything was under control we discovered that none of the flats 
had smoke detectors fitted. That is why the fire got a hold before it was 
discovered, and the lady in the flat above would have been made aware of 
something happening long before her flat filled with smoke. So, again, just for the 
sake of a few pounds ~ the cost of a smoke detector - lives might have been lost. 
It is with incidents like the above in mind that the Brigade now has a ‘Chip Pan 
Demonstration Unit' to take round to fetes etc. to show the general public just what 
to do if a chip pan catches fire. Both Rachel Lewis and Martin Freeman have 
attended a training course on this Unit and can now demonstrate it anywhere in our 
area. The Unit is very popular and is booked continuously. Therefore if anyone is 
organising an event for next year and would like the 'Chip Pan Unit’ there, now is 
the time to book it to avoid disappointment. ALBERT HUMPHRIES 
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Periodic Electoral Review Draft Scheme - prepared by Cherwell District Council 
This review which is being undertaken by the Local Government Commission aims to equalise the 
number of Electors per District Councillor in each District Council and is undertaken every 10 years. 
The District Council are proposing to the Commission that there shoutd be a total of 50 Councillors, 
(as compared to the present 52), for an estimated electorate 5 years hence of 103,246. This equates to 
2,065 electors per Councillor and the District Council was charged with providing Polling Districts 
within 10% up or down of this number. Locally they are currently proposing that the Deddington 
Polling District be made up as follows:- 
Deddington Village - 1386 Clifton - 175 Barford - 448 TOTAL 2009 
This total is within the lower tolerance. The proposal is to place Hempton with Duns Tew, Middle, 
North and Steeple Aston plus Lower Heyford. However to maintain the existing Polling District, 
adding Hempton would give a total electorate of 2240 which is within the upward tolerance and is a 
lesser figure per Councillor than the Polling Districts of Bloxham (2 members) and Adderbury. 
Responses to the District proposals must be received by them by 22nd September and the Parish 
Council will be considering their response at their 20" September meeting.

ON THE FARM 2% 
At the time of writing the harvest is in full swing with 70 acres , a 
of wheat and 85 acres of beans to cut. Despite the lack of SUN j.ccustiimsi<% 
shine the crops seem to be ‘coming off' quite well. Both the oats and wheat are up to 
milling standard and should attract a price premium, unlike last year when because of 
rain damage everything had to be sold for animal feed. The new gas-fired grain dryer is 
working well and has been kept working into the night to keep up with the combine. 
Unfortunately the combine is beginning to show her age (16 years). It developed a 
hairline crack in the cylinder head which had to be replaced and then the main drive 
shaft or ‘tail shaft' decided to part company with the engine. (The driver is well past 
his sell-by date as well.) 
The remaining lambs have been weaned and will be ‘finished’ on the ‘aftermath' (the new 
growth) after the haymaking and sold in October and November. The ewes will now be 
rested and allowed to put on some condition before the rams go out in October. At the 
beginning of August we bought 90 Thaves (one-year-old sheep) at the Finmere summer 
sheep fair as flock replacements. These have been vaccinated against sheep scab and 
will be kept in isolation for 6 weeks before being introduced into the main flock. 
The wet cold summer has been very difficult for the bees and honey has been in short 
supply. What they need now is a warm open Autumn to get the overwintering food 
stocks built up, but | shall give them some sugar syrup just to make sure. Before then 
we have the harvest to finish, next year's crops to plant and a new Vicar to select. You 
do not have to be mad to be a farmer or a churchwarden but it helps.
